Germination And Mutation 
Of Cells Affected by! 
Action of Rays 

Yesterday afternoon at five o'clock, 
the Biological Society held its regular 
fortnightly meeting iU) the Lecture 
Theatre of the BlologioEil Building. The 
principle . item on the aigénda was the 
reading of a' paper on "The Biological 
Application of the X-Ray," by 'Walter 
Johnston, 

Johnston prefaced his remarks with 
an explanation of the fundamental 
workings of the X-ray;i,Hp,dfchénr,went 
on to 'iélàto how scleht^feï''on -notic- 
ing the effects — sore eyes, sometimes 
severe biirns, or loss of hshr — that X- 
Rays produced on . .thidee closely as- 
sociated with It for any léngth of time, 
began to speculate as to what would be 
the biological effects of its direct ap- 
plication to living cells or tissue. 
Experiments Tried 
Accordingly a numbà" of exi)eri- 
ments were , carried out with this end 
In view. Radish seeds, v^afer ilea» and 
their eggs, mbj^ro chlckq^ j^^ ruit 
files are- typical exampieBT^I^Mrsùb- 
jeçts experimented upon. It was foiind 
tliat the'.rate.of'germlnati^h.rf a num- 
ber of 'these cells -was -^aifect^l" by. X- 
Itays, and also by Radliimj emanations.
